“LORD” SCULLY IS DEAD 


OWNED 200,000 ACRES OF LAND IN 
UNITED STATES. 


Irishman, Who Had Large Tracts In 
iltaot, Missouri, Kansas, and Ne 
braska, and introduced § British 


Tenant System in U. 8, Passes 
Away in London—Hatred of His 


Methods Compelied Him to Become 
Naturalized Citizen. 


William Scully, more generally 
known as “Lord Scully,” the Irish land- 
lord in America, died in London re 
cently at the age of 85, leaving an es 
tate said to be worth $50,000,000, 

Scully was a native of Tipperary 
Ireland. He owned more farmea than 
any other man in America. He began 
buying land In the United States more 
than fifty years ago. 

Altogether he owned 200,000 
of American land, including: In Logan 
Sangamon, and Livingstes counties 
Hil, 46,000; In Kansas, 60,000; in Ne

braska, 60,000; in Missourt, 40,000. 
These lands he leased to tenants for 
f cash rental, Incidentally he was wide 
ly execrated by certatn sections of the 
population in the west for his attempt 
to foster “Irish landiordism” in free 
America 

Bo bitter df the sentiment against 
Scully become that Ilinols passed a 
law declaring an alien incapable of 
holding lands in Iilinols and requiring 
all such to sell their holdings within 
three years, This law was declared un 
constitutional by the Unlted States 
Supreme Court, 

Then linols parsed a modified law, 
and Scully became a naturalized cit! 
zen of the United States, He made bis 
home in Washington, D.C. taking 
the old John A. Logan bouse, where 
he lived without ostentation. His two 
sone still reside there, and their fa 
ther’s body will be brought there for 
burial, 

“Lord” Soully was a acientific farm- 
er. He bonght al! bie land after a per 
sonal inspection, In 1851 he came to 
the United States to invest money in 
land. Landing at Philadelphia, he 
bought a horse and a spade and started 
west searching for land, He rode on 
horseback from Philadelphia through 
the states of Pennsylvania, Indiana, Il 
Yinols, Missourl, Kansas, Nebraska, 
aed Wisconsin, tevting the soll with 
his spade. He gave two years to the 
trip and then he bought his land. Much 
of his land in Ilinols cost him only 
$1.26 an acre, 

Having bought his lands, Scully pro 
ceeded to eatablish tenants, He drew 
his own leases and for years looked 
after the business himself, ving with 
his family at Lincoln, 


He made the following rules, to 
which al' tenants had to subscribe: 

Tenants must be temperate 

They must pay their debts 

They must not quarrel with their 


neighbors 

They must bulld thelr own houses 
and barnes and plant thelr own or 
chards, 

They must make money for themael 
ver over and above the money wittt 
which they pay their rent 

Their atock must be well fed 

Thelf machinery must show good 
care, 

They must so deport themselves that 
the community will respect the Scully 
colony and the name of Scully 

Under the terms of the Scully leases 
the tenants made their own improve 
ments and paid the taxes on the lands 
If a tenant threw up his lease he lost 
his improvemer.ts. The rent was low, 
nh many cases only amounting to from 
$1.25 to $3 an acre 

Scully was exacting with his ten- 
ants. He compelled them to pay their 
rent promptly and to pay thelr debts 
Yet be was not harsh. When crops 
failed Scully remitted a part and some 
times all of the rent. He never “raised 
the rent” on a tenant. He never dis 
placed a tenant who pald $2 an acre 
in order to rent the land to some one 
else who offered $5. He never removed 
from a farm the family of a deceased 
tenant, In fact, ® man who leased a 
Beully farm could bulld a home on It, 
certain of passing !t on to bis children 
if they desired it 

To a large extent Scully lived down 
the prejudive which was bitter against 
him In the country twenty years ago, 


That this prejudice was widespread 
was shown by the alien land acts 
passed by Ilinols and other westera 


wtates 

Of late years little has been heard 
of Mr, Scully, He has lived quietly and 
with none of the ostentation of wealth 
He v.sited Europe nerrly every year, 
He was particularly fond of automo 
biling.

Some Good Rules by « State Dairy | Mink Nearly as Smart and Bxpensive 


Instructor, 


' 
Remove the milk of every cow at | 


once from the stable to @ clean, dry 
room, where the air is pure and sweet. 
Do not allow cans to remain in stables 
while they tre being filled, 

Strain the wilk throngh a metal 
gauze and a flannel cloth or layer of 
cotton as soon as it is drawn, 

Aerate and cool the milk as soon as 
strained, If an apparatus for airing and 
cooling at the same time ts pot at hand 
the milk should be aired first. This 
must be dove ip pure alr, and it should 
then be cooled to 45 degrees If the milk 
is for shipment or to OU degtees if for 
home use or delivery to a factory, 

Never close a can containing warm 
milk which has not been aerated, 

If cover is left off the can a plece of 
cloth or mosquito petting should be 
used to keep out Insecta, 

If milk is stored it should be beld in 
tanks of fresh, cold water, renewed 
daily, io a clean, dry, cold room, Un 
less it is desired to remove cream it 
should be stirred with a tin stirrer of 
ten enough to prevent forming a thick 
cream layer. 

Keep the night milk under shelter so 
rain cannot get Into the cans, Io warmw 
weather bold it In a tank of fresh, cold 
water. 

Never mi fresh, warm milk with 
that which bas been cooled, 

Do not allow the milk to freeze. 

Under no circumstances should aay 
thing be added to milk to prevent its 
sourtng, Cleanliness and cold are ihe 
only preventives needed, 

All milk should be tn good condjtion 
when delivered. This may mage tt 
necessary to deliver twice a day dering 
the Lottest weather, 

When cans are hauled far they ahould 
be full and carried in a spring wagon. 
The Utensiis, 

Milk utensiia for farm use shaald be 
nade of metal and have all joints 
smoothly soldered. Never allow them 
to become rusty or-rough tnside 

Do not baul waste products sack to 
the farm in the same cans used for de 
livering milk. Whea this is qnavoid 
able Insist that the skim milk vt whey 
tank he kept clean, 

Cans oset for the returo of skim 
milk or whey should be emptied and 
cleaned as soon as they arrive at the 
farm. 

Clean ali dairy utensils by first thor 
oughly rinsing them to wana water; 
then clean inside and out wits a bruab 
and hot water tn which @ cleuning ma 
terial le dissolved; then rinses and, last 
ly, sterilize by boiling water or steam 
ee water only. 

After cleaning keep utensils invert 
ed in pure air and sun if possible until 
wanted for tse—8, C. Thompson, 
Maine State Dairy Lustructor.

Af you cannot afford to buy a herd 
of pure bred cattle you can buy a good 
bull and grade up your berd, Pedigree 
doesn't make production, and produc 
tion Is what most of us are after, It 
wouldn't be altogether profitable for 
all of us to be breeders of pure bred 
stock, but we could all increase the 
productiveness of our herds to great 
advantage. A good dairy bull will ac 
complish that end more rapidly than 
many suppose, 

The care of the cow just after caly-

Care of the Datry Calt, 

The yung calf sbould be taken away 
from the mother after it ls three or 
four days Wid, It should be fed pure 
milk for a time, the temperature belag 
about G8 degrees F. Cave should be 
taken not to feed the calf too heavily, 
or it may get the scours. The calf 
should be taught to drink from a”pall 
at the outset, This can be done by 
potting the fager in ite mouth and 
gradually lowering the band until tt ts 
beneath the warm milk tn the pall, In 
a short time tt will drink by Itself, 
After being fed on the pure milk fora 
week or so the calf may be fed on skim- 
ined milk, If the calf does not run on 
pasture, it will be profitable to put a le 
tle meal or shipstuff in the skimmed 
milk, After a month or two it should 
be fed some good timothy or clover 
hay, 

To Use Cold Meat, 

Take a deep ple dish and at the bot 
tom place a layer of sliced onions, 
then a layer of sliced potatoes, Cut 
up the cold meat (any sort will do) 
into dager strips and make a layer of 
that, sprinkle over It half a teaspoonful 
of mixed herbs, pepper and salt to 
taste, On top of the meat place an- 
other layer of onlons and lastly pota- 
toes, Have ready, soaked in water, a 
émall teaspoonful of tapioca, Sprinkle 
this on the top between the slices of 
potatoes, half fill the dish with water,

HEART ACTION AT SEA. 


Hew it Is Affected by Vibration on 
Ocean Liners. 

“All hearts sound alike on these 
modern ships,” sald the surgeon of a 
transatlantic liner, “Although the bull 
of the average modern steamer ta big- 
ger and supposedly less subject to the 
violence of the sea, the machinery to 
drive the enlarged hulle bas been in- 
creased In size, With the Increase in 
the size of the engines there has fol- 
lowed greater vibration. 

“It ls this vibration which makes it 
impossible for us to read truly the: 
action of the average human heart, 1 
have tried repeatedly by all manner 
of means to overcome the lafvence of 
the vibration on the beurt, but I fod 
that by even swinging a patient in a 
hammock, where the shaking up is not 
greatly felt, the result of the heart 
reading ts far from satisfactory. 

“The first day at sea in this ship on 
her maiden voyage I bad occasion to 
treat an Englishman who was en 
route to Canada on business. 1 was 
startled to hear his heart. Yet be had 
the finest kind of cardiac action, as { 
ascertained once the ship's machinery 
stopped. I have since found it to be 
an invariable rule that the engine's 
vibration makes It appear as though 
the heart of the average man was go- 
ing to stop before I could get the 
stethoscope away from his breast, 

“Vibration does not burt the beart 
any. Do not make the mistake of sup: 
posing that it does, It Just sounds as 
though the end was positive, aad, 
while the patient's beart Is beating to 
regular form, the shaking of the ship 
deceives even the practiced ear” .
